2. FROM AVAILABLE INDICATORS, IT APPEARS THAT THE NORTH

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CONFLICT ON KOREAN PENINSULA. NORTH KOREAN PROPAGANDA 
APPEARS DESIGNED PARTLY TO CLOUD ISSUE OF U.S. TROOP 
WITHDRAWAL SINCE U.S. TROOP PRESENCE HAS BEEN

3. ALTHOUGH YUGOSLAV ROLE IN NON-ALIGNED CONFERENCE WAS 
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TOUCHED UPON BRIEFLY DURING TITO VISIT, DEPARTMENT WOULD 
LIKE TO UNDERSCORE OUR DESIRE THAT YUGOSLAVS CONTINUE
